And if Mr. Cayley resigned, and Mr. Haultain 
was called to office a session of the assembly 
would certainly be called for the purpose of 
voting the estimates. In any case, however, it 
is reported that the Ottawa authorities demand 
the voting of the estimates in proper form by 
the assembly, and that they will not permit the 
expenditure to go on under the authority of no 
one in particular, The point upon which the 
r sht of the Ottawa government to interfere is 
based may be explained as follows: In former 
years when the Northwest council existed and 
when the only funds coming before that council 
for expenditure were those derived from the 
Northwest itself under the authority of the 
council (the heutenant-governor having sole 
contro! of funds derived from parliament) an 
ordinance was passed to provide that if for any 
cause, the funds for expenditure were not voted 
by the council in any year the lieutenant-gov- 
e:nor-in-council might expend them as they saw 
fit until the meeting of the council. This ordin- 
ance has been continued in foree to the present 
time, and its provisions are taose under whieh 
the present executive assumes authority to ex- 
pend without vote of the assembly, both the 
comparatively small amount derived from the 
Terrstor'es under authority of the assembly and 
the large amount (in the neighborhood of S800,- 
000) which partiument voted at its late session 
to be expended for the first time under the ex. 
press control of the assembly. It is perf. tly 
e'car that when parliament proposed to put 
such a large sum at the disposal of the assembly 
the expectation was that the ass mbly and not 
the reprose atives of a minority, should appor 
tion and control it. And now that the attempt 
has len made by a miso ity to eontrol it 
throuch the assistance of the lieutenani “OV- 
ernor wader color of an crdinance whi h was

A LAR iB number of inteading settlers arrived 
by Monday's train from Washington ‘Territory. 
The party numbered 43, including seven dele- 
gates, ail of whom have considerable means. 
One hundred and seven left Calgary, but a num- 
ber got off at different stations on the way ; 
thirteen getting off at Wetaskawin. Mayor 
Lucas, of Calgary, is acting as guide to them. 
Should they decide to settle here, some will 
probably stay and make ready for the stock for 
which the others will return, Another large 
party is expected next week from Idaho.
